They do take messages, and the phone is manned 24 
hrs/day, but I am often not there either). Best times to get me: evenings, after 7. 
But the best way to get hold of me is email or real mail. 

On the hobby front, Mike Gonsalves is pulling out of the hobby, and Jamie McQuinn is folding his zine Crossing the 
Rubicon. Doug Kent's Maniac's Paradise gets thinner and a fold looks likely. Larry Peery doesn't answer email and I haven't seen the 
World PBM champs results for ages. Has anyone else? The Vic Dip Club over here seems strong, and I have met up with John Cain 
(who used to publish Vicloriana), and Bill Brown who does En Guarde in Brad Martin's Western Front 

We welcome Ulrich Schlobinsb and previous trader and subber John Cain and Frank Mcerbach, old Aussie Hobby bods and 
erstwhile rail gamers (yeah!). We also farewell Michael Hood temporarily, who has been put out to pasture by his ungrateful 
employers, so he will be heading off on a 3 month hoi from 30V7. He will have email though, see new address list We arc attempting to 
arrange replacement players for his game ,5 and will contact players of games he's in about this. Anyone wanting to take up Michael's 
positions is welcome to register his name with me, although I think Michael has found a stand-in for the couple of months he'll be 
gone. 

So. what do I think of my new home? The climate here is similar to Auckland, and we are having a chilly snap just now, that 
with wind and rian has ruined my weekend plans to explore. Nonetheless, I am impressed with this city, as the arts are well supported, 
and there is a good urban heritage in general, with lots of ornate brick Victorian buildings, both in town and the suburbs. Of course 
there is a lot of crap modern moostrocities that people are forced to live in too. My hostel is in Swanston St, straight opposite the 
university, which is 4 blocks or so north of the CBD. The CBD is laid out on a grid, and is mainly high-rise, and the surrounding areas 
are 2-3 story in general, with occasional highrise apartments, like 'the estates' a poor area 2 blocks from me, a revolting highrise 
development from the 70s to house inner city poor. These appear to be mainly refugees or migrants now, and there arc a lot of social 
problems. These towers tower over the surrounding area, and at night, spot lights on the roof illuminate the sides of the towers. The 
point of mis escapes roe, as those outside don't want to see the towers, pilots can see the red lights on top, and those inside are 
subjected to strong lights coming in their windows all night Weird. 

My hostel is an old nurses' hostel, part of the Royal Women's hospital. It is a nasty 60s 12-story job, with no architectural 
merit. But is does have nice views, on all but my floor! The view from the 12* floor is lovely. We have a pool, spa and billiard table, 
and communal kitchens and loos on each floor (22 residents per floor all in individual, furnished rooms). Currently it is the break 
between semesters, so the hostel is emptying of students who are going on holiday, or going for good (mainly the many American 
exchange students). The managers are nice, organising a recital by the plentiful music students last week, which was fun. But the best 
part is the convenience of being opposite the uni. Naturally one pays for that convenience, bui il is considerably cheaper than the other 
hostels. 

The campus is a large block in the middle of (he urban area, just north of the CBD. There are many old buildings with lovely 
architecture, and a couple of tall nasty modern ones, and the campus is a little too crowded with buildings to really appreciate them all. 
The north end has a swimming complex and sports Gelds (astroturf for soccer and hockey, grass for footy). Around the sports fields, 
on a semicircular road (College Crescent) are the colleges, hostels for tmdergrads. These have fabulous architecture and are mainly run 
by churches, although they are open to all. Undergrads pay through the nose to stay in them, but get free tutoring by resident and non 
resident tutors who are postgrads, selected to take bi-weekly tutorials for 15-20 kids there, covering all fisrt-year subjects. So there is a 
decent mentoring system and a riotous college life. It is half-way between the college system of Oxford and the Frat system of the 
USA: they are autonomous, private hostels but mere is a good deal of interaction between the uni and colleges. 

Current issues on campus are managerial cost-cutting involving slashing 10% of courses offered in all departments, and 
reducing tutorials to fortnightly rather than weekly, and increasing tutorial sizes. This has led to a huge workload for the reduced 
numbers of tutors and much complaining by tutors and staff. Further 'streamlining' is imminent and reared. Melbourne Uni has also 
set up Melbourne Uni Private, to seek funds from business. Teaching will be contracted out with the majority going to extant Uni 
Melb lecturers, but also to Monash, La Trobe and outside staff. This will mainly affect engineering and commerce I believe, and be 
very tnarket-oriented. 

Fees can be paid up front (with a 25-30% discount) or deferreed under a loans scheme known as HECS (higher education 
contribution scheme). The loan is interest free until one is earning over the average wage. This compares to a NZ loan that cops 8% 
interest and is repayable from a threshold of $14,000! 

Otherwise the university system is very similar here. Exams are not conducted on campus, however, but mainly at the 
Showgrounds, where all sorts of papers are examined in a huge barn-like paviilion. This is because lecture theatres cannot cope with 
numbers, especially for large first-year papers, and to ensure no cheating, which is easier in banked theatres on campus. Lecturers 
attend the reading time at each exam and define words for students. Apparently first year geography students did not understand such 
words as extol, partial and quaternary. To explain words seems to defeat the purpose of the exam, but the most surprising thing is that 
dictionaries are allowed (including foreign language ones for foreign students), under the idea that English should not be a barrier to 



doing your exam... but if you can't understand the question, maybe you shouldn't pass a tertiary qualification in an English speaking 
country... yet the main problems with wcmJs corries from the nau\e Australian students... scary! 

Public transport here is trains, trams and buses. Trains run on about 14 suburban lines, as well as Victorian regional lines and 
interstate services. Trams are electric, run up the middle of the main roads, radiating out from the CBD. and mere is a city-circle tram 
mat loops the CBD, and is free to ride. The tracks are dangerous for cyclists. The strangest rule is for right-turning traffic, which can't 
sit in the middle of the road if there are tram lines. So they pull over to the left, and when the lights are about to turn red. they do a 
'book turn' to the right When 3 or 4 cars are lined up at the left of an X-intersection and all turn right together it looks like a 
manouver from the Edinburgh tattoo by those police cycle teams... Australia no longer has the NZ rule of left turning traffic giving 
way to vehicles turning across you to their right This has caused me some near accidents on my bike, when I assume I have right of 
way, but don't! In the whole culture here, as a NZer, I fit in easily to the language and modus vivendi, but on occasions my instincts 
are wrong, and I use a word the locals don't know, or asume right-of-way against the rules here. Ho one has picked me for a NZer my 
accent isn't strong enough, but I sure notice theirs! 

The main problem with the trains et al is the lack of a single timetable... and the stations are sold out of about half of the 10+ 
local ones, or 7 regional ones at any given time. With all the different companies operating (long distance) buses and trains, getting 
enough info is tricky. V-Line, who operate the regional trains are not the Met who operate suburban trains and buses and trams (where 
at least there is single ticketing), and interstate trains arc different again, by state! I enquired about tickets to Canberra, and there is no 
direct train. There are 2 train/bus options on V-Line, bin. they did not tdl me of a quicker Option that involves a transfer to another 
operator's bus, and maximises the time on the train. . .this is frustrating. 

The QM election was interesting. Apparently besides compulsory voting (REAL democratic, huh?), the Aussies have a 
strange preferential system, where you have to rank the candidates 1, 2, 3 etc. If you don't your paper is void. The parties hand out 
how to vote cards at each booth, and loyal party members are meant to vote accordingly, a ranking designed to maximise the party's 
members. If no first choice candidate gets a majority (ie >50%), then second rankings are added, then third, etc, until someone has a 
majority. The second rankings count less. . . something like 4pts for a l", 3 for a 2^, 2 for a 3" etc. I am not sure of the details. Thus 
the recent fuss was that some parties put their normal opponents last, but One Nation second to last This is 'blamed' tor die 1 1 One 
Nation seats. I say mis is ridiculous argument, as people should vote for who they think is best Anyone blindly followiabg the party 
line on how to vote is essentially spoiling the democratic system. So it is all a storm in a teacup. In upcoming elections, pressure has 
mounted on all the major parties to put One Nation last, and so have their main rivals higher up, a ranking that they find hard to 
swallow. 

There has been a huge amount of media attention over One Nation, and some blame this for their success. More likely it is 
due to the main parties not listening, especially to the rural electorates, and the recent reforms hurting the farmers so that they 
demonstrate their anger by voting for One Nation as a protest It is interesting to see the Asian newspapers all decry the 'racist' 
policies of One Nation and threaten trade and tourist sanctions... one Singaporean tourist was even quoted as saying he has long 
delayed visiting Australia because of it's "racist reputation' ! Only the Deputy PM has bad the guts to stand up and say mis is hypocrisy 
coming from most Asian countries which are inately racist: Singapore, Malaysia, China, Japan... as none of these allow easy entry to 
Australian immigrants, access to buy land, and have notorious police laws to prevent 'disturbances' which are really used to mat Main 
one ethnic group in power at the expeoce of others. In that way. One Nation's policies arc more in line with Asia than the Liberali', yet 
Asia decries them. Hypocrisy, pure and simple. 

It is also interesting how anyone questioning the irnrnignuion policy is labelled racist here. Many whites have some 
subconscious guilt or fear that seems to swamp pride in their own culture., thus the rise of PC. and the backlash against European or 
Christian values. In the 1970s it was Vietnam for the Vietnamese. Now the cry is Australia for the Vietnamese too. Fear of an 
Indonesian invasion resurfaced in a TV debate where the Mayor of Brisbane called for a population of 40 million, to fill up the north. 
The reason no one lives there now is that it is a desert I doubt Indonesian rice fanning peasants will covet Kalherine... another reason 
for high immigration is a fear of the aging population. Yet the country can't continue to bring in huge numbers indefinitely. At tome 
point the population will need to slow or drop to zero growth, and a larger population makes for greater aging effects. It would seem 
sensible to confront this issue now, rather than later. Public transport, pollution and heritage/lifestyle issues need to be addressed 
before the doors are flung open. But still, anyone trying to discuss mis is accused of racism in the press. Why jt is racist lo want to 
protect resources, culture and well-being, I am not sure... but the most annoying dung is watching most politicians and media 
personalities bending over to be whipping boys for Asian leaders, without questioning the rampant racism and repression in those 
countries. Are Mahathir or Li or Gob. such liberals? They are the first to start up Buy British Last programmes or withdraw tertiary 
students when called recalcitrant, or a new series of "Embassy' comes out Wasn't it Mahathir who blamed Jews for his country's 
economic crisis rather than his own autocratic regulation of the economy and racist regulations? Where were the Aussie media then? 

The current clique of Asian leaders & newspaper editors, with their running dog paper tiger Black Armband Australians have 
a lot to answer for, and will be first up against the wall when the real socialist revolution comes... Hanson only wants what Aseanis. 

While some industries and govt d epa r tm ents hawe faced reform here, the process is at a much earlier stage than in NZ, and 
the recent events on the wharves around Aussie illustrates this. The Post Office is packed with stationery, and souvenirs, and I have to 
pay my rent there (tho it seems to go into a National Bank account...). Yet service is poor. I bought a postcard and wanted a stamp. 
The lady printed out a frama label that looked like a grocery receipt While a stamp IS a receipt, they print nice ones to encourage 
tourism and stamp buying. Yet she gave me an ugly bit of paper for a stamp. I asked her to swap it for a proper stamp, and she tried to 
argue that she'd have to reverse it through the machine. ..it's all computerised, so even buying a 10c stamp takes a long time as they 
zap it all through the machine. Why she couldn't put the frama into her stamp book to replace a similar value stamp, I don't know, but 
it took her 5 tnins to reverse the transaction, then ring up a new one for the proper stamp, and then lick the frama onto the printed 
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output and frank it, like il had to be sent back to he*J office, or something... I know the outside frama machines in NZ give change as j 
framas and these can be swapped for cash at any PO. Any idea how long the process here takes given my experience at a counter? I 
So much for the advances of the computer age. 

The banks aren't much better. Naturally one of the first jobs I had upon arrival was getting a bank account There are 4 main 
banks in the country: ANZ, Westpac. Commonwealth and National. The first 2 operate in NZ, and the third owns the ASB in NZ. So 
you think it would be a cinch to get similar accounts to my ASB accounts here... wrong! The National doesn't issue credit cards to 
non-citizens. As a NZer, I am automatically a permanent resident when I fly in, but that cuts no ice. They also charge $10 a pop to 
bank foreign cheques and say it takes 4 weeks loclear. NZ banks charge Sc and it takes 3 weeks. Yet we have a smaller and less stable 
currency. So why can't the Aussies do it quicker and cheaper? I went to the Commonwealth next (the only other one on campus), and 
they are the most country-wide of the banks. They 'only' charge $5 per foreign cheque. I wanted to pay off my ASB visa with them 
too, but despite owning the ASB, they say they can't do this. I'd have to send cheques to my folks, or wire money across, or 
something. I can't use the phone access through my Commonwealth account to pay the Aussie-owned NZ visa... so I got a 
Commonwealth visa. Now the form asks for the name and address of someone they can contact if they can't get hold of you direct, ie a 
relative or near firend. The best would be my fols in NZ with whom I'm in contact everyday on email. But the contact must reside in 
ausuiaia for some reason. . . so obviously the reason given, to contact me urgently is not the real reason. As I didn't realyl know anyone 
here when I arrived, I was naturally averse to asking them to sign a credit card form for me... besides the fact that no one here knows 
where lam all the time. Savings accounts pay 0.1% interest. Yep, not 10%, not 1% but 0.1%. Crap huh? Yet the Visa interest is still 
around 18%, comparable to my NZ rale, whereas the savings rates in NZ are over 30 TIMES as great. Nop wonder the Aussie dollar is I 
dropping... who'd want to save here? j 

There are other local banks (Bank of Melbourne, Bank of Bendigo, Bank of Adelaide) and I haven't checked them out. Never { 
get a Mastercard though. My visa/mc regulations came in the mail. Visa converts foreign currency values to Aussie Dollars direct. MC ! 
converts them to US$ and then to Aussie dollars. AND MC's rates are worse. They really frisk you! To make up for that. Visa charges i 
a 1% fee (and MC may as well, I'm not sure) for all fores transactions on the card. Stickful! Visa docs however seem to convert the ] 
currency faster, so you are less likely to have it put through too long after the purchase, so you can have a reasonable idea of the actual \ 
cost MC takes longer, so you are more prone to fluctuations. < 

Telephone calls are expensive. Local calls cost even from a home phone. International calls are awful! There is no IDD at the \ 
hostel, to we have to use Ihe coin phones (ouch!!!) or buy prepaid phonecards (like in the US, where you dial in a PIN). But even these ? 
charge a 19c 'connection fee' per call, besides horrendous rotes. Typically 70-80c offpeak to Nz, and S1-S1.10 peak. I rang Telstra to ) 
ask about their rates (not published in the phone book), and they aren't charged per minute, but per 'click'. A click is of different j 
duration depending on destination. Thus you are charged 25c per click anywhere, but it is 20s oft peak to NZ, ISs peak, and every 6s j 
or so to India. But those aren't the exact durations, it is something like 20.3s and 14.7s for the NZ rates... making it almost impossible 
to calculate call cost. Telstra does seem to have 1 Oc/min rales around the country over weekends, but we can't take advantage of these 
at the hostel. And there is still a 'connection fee' (read: scurrilous usury and corruption). The industry STRONGLY needs 
overhauling. As does the PO and the banking system. Unfortunatley, as in Nz, the govt is in league with these services to rob the man 
in the street blind. Time was when an employee could ask for his wages to be paid in cash. Now almost all businesses will only direct 
credit wages, while the banks charge account fees, withdrawal fees, etc. The law needs to be changed back, to stop the banks getting 
fat off the sweat of the working man.
